During  the  year  there  were  206  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a  death  rate  of  l6o9 
per  thousand  population^  higher  that  the  national  rate  of  11 Biere  were  6  deaths  in 
infants  under  one  year^  a  mortality  rate  of  18  per  thousand  live  births^  the  national 
rate  was  18 77s6/t>  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age^  Ischaemic 
Heart  Disease  and  Cerebrovascular  disease  being  the  greatest  killer ^ 

There  were  169  births^  22  of  which  were  illegitimate^  giving  a  birth  rate  of  12 ,,9  per 
thousand  population^  lower  than  national  rate  of  16«^5®  Sue  illegitimate  live  births  as 
percentage  of  all  live  births  was  15^4  national  rate  was 

There  were  24  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified.^  15  measles^  1  dysentery^  1  acute 
encephalities^  1  food  poisoning^  5  infective  jaundice^  1  non«pulmonary  tuberculosis^  and 
2  pulmonary  tuberculosisr^ 

Hiere  were  20  Caravan  Sites  licensed  during  the  year^  accommodating  5§558  vans^^  llie 
sites  were  regularly  visited  and  78  contraventions  roaedied*  There  were  150  Holiday 
C3ialets* 

During  the  year  there  were  96  houses  erected  in  the  district^  24  by  the  Local 
Authority^  A  Demolition  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  one  house®  Four  applications 
were  received  in  respect  of  discretionery  grants,  all  of  which  were  granted.. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  there  were  554  premises  licensed, 
these  were  regularly  visited  and  78  defects  remedied,  refuse  continued  to  be  collected 
weekly  in  winter  time,  parts  of  the  district  twice  weekly  in  summer,  where  necessary  daily 
during  the  season,  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping,. 

Ilie  water  supply  to  the  town  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  there  were  no 
bad  bacteriological  reports,  and  no  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  contamination^. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  frcan  public  water  mains  was  5079,  and  the 
population  served  was  12,680,  no  dwelling  house  was  supplied  by  means  of  a  standpipe^  As
